channel, and becomes « terror and destroyer, 
instead of an object of beauty and source of 
comfort and wealth ; and so, on the other haad, 
authority which grows inte unnatural and mor- 
bid excess, becomes that hateful thing, Ty- 
ranuy—the eicess thus altering the very nature 
both of liberty and authority ; ss ifs healthy and 
vigorous rotandity should swell inte an un- 
healthy and dangerous dropsy. 
And in the same maaner with the counter 
balancing principles of Equality sad Inequa- 
lity. One is just as true as the other—and to 
both should be given their proper weight in 
every well-regulated state. In fact, a state 
that slights either, wili not long be well-regu- 
lated. For these are two grest facets of being 
thet men are Equal, and that men are Us- 
equal; and upon no other foundations can men 
baild securely and wisely, than upon those al. 
ready laid by the Creator. We may find fault 
with the constitatioen of things, bat we canpot 
permanently alter it. And as there is a com- 
mon resemblance between men—so that we can 
my of the meanest and lowest of the specics, 
he is a man; and a constant dissimilarity be. 
tween mon, #0 that we can distinguish them as 
individuals, one from another; #0 there i+ an 
Equality in their natares upon which is based 
the great principle of Equal Rights, aed a Dis 
similarity upon which is based the equaily 
great and e ually true principle of Inequality. 
Now every man bas an equal right to justice 
before the law; an equal right to « life, li 
berty and the parvuit of happiness ;” by which 
last phrase we moan, the right to purste bis 
happiness in his own mode, sot invading the 
rightful happiness of other men—to choose 
his own employments, his own relaxations, his 
own place of abode, bis own religion, his own 
pleasures.
